The people who are running these schools spend their time train- 
ing pilots and more pilots. They do not take much time out to talk 
about themselves. They know that theirs is a grave and dangerous 
resporsibility—that they have been entrusted with the precious lives 
of the pick of our land. They are too busy doing the job to. waste 
time about it. Their amazing accomplishments are not generally 
known.

Now, if you do not think there is a story worth telling in these 

schcols, just listen to this ona fact: 
@ 


Moseley’s schools have trained over 20,000 pilots. Over 1,000 of 
them have been decorated for achiévement over and above the éall 
ci duty, including awards of the Congressional Medal of Honor, 
Victoria Cross and so forth. They have flown a total of more than 
1,63C,000 hours, cr 163,000,000 miles. One school’s safety record is 
so good that a cadet—and this, mind you, is a cadet in training, 
learning to fly—can depend on flying around the world 260 times, 
cr make 1,254 round trips from Washington, D.€., to Los Angeles, 
oi continued flying, night and day, for seven years, without a fa- 
tality. 

S 

Ccmpare this with the fact that overseas in War No. 1, the 
cadet training record was one fatality every 1,100 hours, and in 1939 
the record was one fatality about every 16,000 hours. Considering 
these Army-civil schools are doing their training, in large volume, 
under wartime pressure, makes this accomplishment one of the great- 
cst of this war. 

® 

And here is something else I learned: The Army is saving the 
taxpayers a staggering amount of money with this civilian school 
set-up. When the Army had to do its own primary training—that 
is the job of just teaching the man to fly, before the Army takes him 
over and teaches him to use his airplane as a military weapon—it 
costs about $55.00 per flying hour. 

Now, by using these civilian schools and their equipment and 
their personnel, they havo reduced that ccst by more than 80 per 
cent. In other words these civilian schools have enabled us to train 


2, man to fly fof less than a fifth of the accepted cost. When, you 
figure that more than 100,000 pilots have been trained these last five 
years, this saving gets into astronomical figtires. - 

® 


Then there is the manpower saving. There are two or three 
angles to that. The one that interested me most was the length 
they go to in reducing what they call the wash-out rate. Wash-outs 
are cadets who are eliminated as being unfit to be a military pilot. 
-There is no disgrace in washing out. Either a man can be taught 
tc fly or he cannot. But it is harder to develop this ability in some 
mer than in others. These civilian schools go to the most amaziag 


* lengths to get a man through if they possibly can.

For instance, they have developed what they call Squadron X. 
When a cadet does not progress in his training a wéll as he shonld, 
they transfer him to Squadron X. ye A man a Se head of Squadron 
X is pretty good at getting under the boy’s skin and figuting out 
just what is holding him back. When he figures out what  tiokg: 
ho assigns the lad to an instructor who fité the cadét’s ene 
peculiarities. This instructor becomes a second father to him. 
labors and sweats and works his soul ott to make a pilot out of his 
problem child. And first thing you khow, the boy suddenly gets the 
hang of it, and there is one less washed-out ¢adet—one less wasted 
man.

If you do not think this sort of thing is important, listen fo this: 
Wher the civilian schools took over this jéb 6 ey etintng, 
the accepted wash-out rate was 40 per céiit: | a class of 275 
cadets that would mean that 110 men wowld be élithinated. Well, 
just the other day Mira Loma Flight AG gredusted a Class of 
27& cadets, and there were just fotir wash-outs. Four wash-cuts 
instead of 110; 106 more pilots fo the Air Force. 


And while we are on this subject of mianpowér, you shetld kriow 
that the use of these civilian schools ard their pietsounel has reéleas- 
ed over 100,000 officers and enlisted miei for combat duty — men 
whe. otherwise would have been tidd dowi aa instriétots and me- 
chanics and cooks and maintenance people. Théit persorinel largely 
do not qualify for Army duty. 5 

For instance, I met an instructcr who has 16,000 hours of flying 
to his credit. Remember that when\Eddie Ri¢kenbackér finished his 
flying in the last war, he had only 380 hours. This man has 16,000 
hours. Of course, he is too old for combat, but think what those 
16,000' hours of experience mean in téaching néw pilots to fly. And 
that man is no exception. In fact, the avérage flying éxperience of 
all the hundreds cf instructors out there is lore that 2,600 hours 
each, and 91% years’ flying experience. 

@ 

That is one reason—and a big one—why these sctiools have been 
able to set new standards of training. There ig no substitute for 
experience and these veterans of aviation have that experience— 
experience that only comes from io of trial and error. 


So, then, I found that without fanfare but with a tremendous

We have learned the hard 
way and we would be indeed unworthy of the Kiriness bestowed 
upon us by that providente if we refused to profit by what we have 
learned.

It is one thing to build and equip an air force. It is another 
thing to maintain one. In no other field is the turnover rate so heavy. 
A. man of 25 has reached the top age for fighter aircraft pioting; at 
27 he is passing his usefuness as a bember pilct. Eighteen is the 
mittimtim for s‘arting to train. Thus a military’ combat pilot's ef- 
lective life, from start to finish, can be but nine years at the most, 
cif which one, at the minimum, a be his training period. 


Sc, obviously, this training of new pilots must go on and cn and 
cn, if we are to safely be prepared to enforce peace in the world. 
And it is one thing to spend morey in wartime’ dnd quite another 
thing to spend money in, times of peace.
